Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The main issue discussed was that the applicant's invention is 
directed toward intaglio printing, while the secondary reference, Cushner, that the examiner used to reject claim 9 is for 
a printing plate that can be used as a flexographic printing plate. The applicant explained differences in the art and 
terms of art between intaglio type printing and flexographic printing, including, for example, that the term "inking plate" 
necessarily implied a plate that was not a flexographic plate, but instead an intaglio plate, and therefore, the plate of 
Cushner, which is called a "flexographic plate", could not be properly combined with the Germann reference, which 
teaches an intaglio plate. The meaning of the term "ink transporting relief surfaces" was also discussed. No consensus 
was reached as to whether the term had an unambiguous interpretation to mean the recessed surfaces cut from the 
plate that carry ink as in intaglio printing, or the raised surfaces that carry ink as in flexographic printing, as taught by 
Cushner. Upon further consideration, the examiner maintains the position that Germann and Cusher were properly 
combined and claim 9 was properly finally rejected, and that the after final amendment and request for reconsideration 
does not overcome the rejections but instead requires further consideration, and will not be enetered. A copy of an 
email communication between the examiner and the applicant is attached. 
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
